The Despatch seems determined to stick 


to a bad case, and a case, too, in which it 
might serve the party sndsjust as well by 
owciag up. 
A few days since the South 


state economists thought that the duty 
which protects sugar might be cut in two 
without the least damage to the great re- 
publican idea of protection. 
Arguing in 


faior of this, The Despatch mentioned, 
among other important facts bearing on the 
subject, that Louisiana is a state that 
always votes in favor ofj tariff reform, or 
maybe the term free trade was used. 
Put 


in a little different language this meant that 
"Louisiana is a democratic state anyhow," 
and so what are the odds? 
Commenting on 


this THE REVIEW wanted to know what 
the politics of Louisiana had to do with the 
desirability of a correct commercial policy. 
It w»a suggested that as iiolitics was men- 
tioned by The Despatch in discussing the 
policy that should be pursued towards the 
"principal industry-" of Louisiana, perhaps 
the t«rms democratic and republican made 
quite a weighty argument when properly 
placed before the ways and means com- 
mittee. 
In reply to this The Despatch says, 


then "the Mills bill, which provided for no 
material reduction in sugar, was so arranged 
because Louisiana is a democratic state." 


Now this is the "you are another" argu- 


ment. 
It admits that the present trade 


policy is one of politics, and the republican 
party being on top, of course Louisiana 
must get the worst of it. This is just what 
THE REVIEW contended for, and many 
thanks, Mr. Despatch, for the indirect 
acknowledgment. 
The question relates to

please obi-erve that The Despatch admits 
that the Mills bill did provide for some re- 
duction in the rate of duty that protected 
sugar. That bill was tariff reform.

one that provided for reduction all along 
the line, and we are happy- to aay that

exception to the principle that was applied. 
You say that not enough duty was taken off 
sustar. Let us first assure you that we 
have a delightful appreciation of 
the 


impudence

make the assertion, and then let us add 
that we agree with you. But your atten- 
tion is called to the fact that there was a 
reduction. 


Now let us see if the present case is a 


parallel one. Just now the republican idea 
is to increase the tariff.

there is not a man of them all who thinks 
that he can gft along without a raise. Even 
the fellow who played the quinine confi- 
dence game for so many years is again bactc 
asking for a license.

The man who has charged the 


country millions of dollars for

to manufacture tin plate now says that his 
vocal demonstrations should come at a 
higher price. 
Republican editors stand 


around and damage their hands and feet in 
Tiolent approval as the patriotic chorus 
grows more rabid. These fellows shout 
"give them all they want, it is a good thing, 
and we can't have too much of it." The 
present policy has a backbone that is built 
on the Idea of increase. The "principal in- 
dustry" of Louisiana is to be made the sin- 
gle exception. To it must be applied a pol- 
icy different in principle. This was not 
the ease In the Mills bill. To imitate Mr. 
Mills, eren as you people state him, you 
wouldhare to givetlie sugar industry an 
Increase In the duty that protects it, slighter 
perhaps than that which goes to woolen 
goods. 


THE REVIEW called attention to the fact 


that It waa proposed to increase the duty on 
tin plate in spite of the fact that not a bit of 
it wa« manufactured In this country.

"we quote The I't oria Herald for ttie pur- 
pose of showing that a free trade tariff tx- 
pon -nt will make any suit of a statement 
that may at the time suit his purpose." 
Now we call attcutiun to this matter for the 
purpose of showing that The Herald was 
fair enough to make a correction, and: that 
an exponent of high taxation could not see 
its way cleir to quote that correction. 
The 


reader may judge for himself which expon- 
ent is the fairer one. 


In the above "The U raid" refers to The 


Peoria Herald. That concern over on North 
Main street doesn't know anything at all 
about the subject. 


In speaking of tin plate The Despatch 


again harps on the mild lunacy idea that a 
tariff cheapens the article to vvh'c'i it ap- 
plies. It says, take the tariff off and these 
articles will become dearer. Those who 
have any regard for the fame of our city- 
ought not to speak this way within its 
limits. Some time ago the manufactures, 
of woolen goods determined to a?k that the 
duty be taken off wool. No doubt they did 
this because they felt they were getting 
their raw material too cheap. On this 
thing has gone far enough: we must ask the 
police to keep a kindly eye on the follows 
who thiuk that taxation is an element of 
cheapness.
